A report dated August 16 said the 
Bolshevik authorities had agreed to 
permit the consuls to depart and 
that the military mission of Great 
Britain and France were preparing 
to leave Moscow, by way of Astrak- 
han and Persia. 

When these dispatches were sent 
efforts still were being made to ob- 
tain the release of British and 
French citizens held as hostages by 
the Bolsheviki. Some were released 
several days ago, but nearly a hun- 
dred were held.

Move Back Before 
British Push.

ITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
W FRANCE, Aug. 10. — re- 

sponse to pressure applied 
first at one and then another part 
of the line, the Germans opposite the 
British on several portions of the 
front continue to give ground. 
The German troops which have 
been encountered in the past few 
days, especially during the opera- 
tions of last night, in which Outter- 
sateen Ridge was captured and con- 
solidated, seem to have lost greatly 


in fighting efficiency. Ot neariy 700 
Germans captured during the Out- 


and personal 
The operations of last night as- 
tride the Scarpe River may serve as 


an indication of the Germans’ inten- 
tions. The old Hindenburg line 
crossed the river here on an angle, 
so that, ccmpared with the present 
line, which here runs nearly north 
and south, the direction of the 
ground south of the Scarpe is deeper 
than that north of the river. 

In other words, the old Hinden- 
burg line is closer to the present line 
north cf the Scarpe than south of it. 
British patrols operating north of 
the river have met with stiff opposi- 
tion, but south of the river patrols 
have managed to penetrate for some 
distance. 

There a indications that the 
Germans also are giving way in 
parts cf the Merville sector. On the 
new Somme front the Germans over- 
look no opportunity to fight rear- 
guard actions. They appear ready 
to retire, but apparently want to be 
pushed a little, because in the push- 
ing operations they may be afforded 
an oppcrtunity to get in their deadly 
work with machine guns. 

At the same time the Germans ap- 
parently do not want to fall back 
farther than is necessary before the 
completion of the operations around 
Roye. There are no signs of fur- 
ther counter-attacks at this time. 

That Gen. Ludendcrff is display- 
ing anxiety regarding a possible 
shortage of horses for the German 
army is indicated in a secret order 
just captured. This order cautions 
all commanders not to expend their 
horses, as “they cannot be replaced. 
The men must understand that this 
is necessary in order to continue the 
war until victery is reached.” 

It has been ascertained that 900 
remounts recently received by one 
German formation were composed of 
horses taken from officers.

ITH THE FRENCH ‘ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 19, 10 p.m. — Suc- 
cessive blows delivered against the 
Germans since August 10 all along the line 
from the Somme to Soissons appear to have 
brought the operations to a crucial point. After 
yielding in the early operations the enemy has 
been making a desperate stand at critical 
points, but his has failed to overcome 
the steady pressure around Lassigny and Roye. 
The French Third Army made further progress” 
today in the region of Lassigny and the Thiescourt 
Hills. They have occupied the great part of Beauvra- 
ignes and are forging nearer Lassigny from the south 
of Fresnieres and the Canny Woods, and also are press- 
ing northward toward Lassigny by forcing an exit from 
the Thiescourt Wood. he 

fighting. Lassigny is likely to fall any moment. 

In brilliant local operations carried out by Gen. Mangin’s 
troops from the Oise River near Ribecourt Saturday and Sunday, 
important positions were wrested from the Germans, who left 
2200 prisoners in the hands of the French. 

Gen. Mangin now holds the line running from Morsain along 
the southern edge of the ravine of Audignicourt to sRosette 
Heights, dominating the pli of Carlepont and thence on to 

across the Oise. success gives the French command 
of the valley of the Oise as far as Mont Renaud. With these 
routes commanded by Gen. Mangin’s artillery, the only free route 
for exit from the region of Noyon and Lassigny is the narrow. 
gauge line running north to Ham by way of Guiscard and the high 
road running in the same direction. | 
» Unless the German general, Von Hutier, is able to stop Gen. 
Mangin’s advance, he will have only this narrow outlet for his 
troops and material, as the triangle between the Noyon-Chauny 
road and the road from Noyon to Guiscard, while a good position 
fpr defense, is not favorable for an intense movement of troops. 
The Germans consequently are fighting desperately to hold 


the Allies, break contact with them and slip away. 

The results of yesterday’s operations, while not spectacular, 
were entirely satisfactory, the French overcoming the resistance 
of the Germans in the region of Lassigny and pressing on toward 
The French army continues to close in on both Roye and 


Lassigny. The stubborn resistance of the enemy has slowed up, 
but thus far has been unuable to stop the progress of Gen. Deb- 
eney s men. 


By sticking to Lassigny, the Germans are taking a big chance against 
the possibility of a further advance by Field Marshal Haig’s troops north 
of the wre. The menace to Chauines has been further increased by the 
latest advance of the British, and the fall of that town will put Roye and 
Lassigny in a pocket which it will be far more difficult to empty than the 
pocket at Montdidier, since Gen. Mangin’s troops northwest of Seissons 
are advancing to the plateau west of Nampoel and are within shelling dis- 
tance of the only railroad and the only good high road from Neyon ecast- 
ward to Chauny. 

The initial gain of the plateau over the entire front of attack was 
1500 yards, all objectives being reached. Prisoners say that the spirit of 
the troops holding that part of the line was depressed greatly. - Widening 
and competing the operation on Sunday, Gen. Mangin’s troops advanced 
to the ravine of Audignicourt and to the heights that dominate the Cure 
pont plain. The German artillery came into action only when the French 
had penetrated the lines. 

The sparse number of troops in the front line and the delay in the 
reaction of the German artillery recalled Gen. Ludendorff'’s order that, in 
view of the previous losses, the front lines should not be held heavily and 
that the weaker the artillery was the deeper should be the advanced sone.

STRATEGIC GROUND WON. 


(Undated War Resume by the Amociated Pres.) 


The Germans on three im- 
portant sectors of the western 
battle front have been com- 
pelled to give up positions of 
great strategic value under the 
onslaught of the British and 
French troops. 

In the Lys sector, west of 
Armentieres, the enemy has re- 
treated over a front of nearly 
six miles, leaving the town of 
Merville in British hands. Be- 
tween the Matz and Oise rivers 
the French have fought their 
way to the western outskirts of 
the dominating position of Las- 
signy and farther south in this 
hill and wooded region have 
debouched from the Thiescourt 
Wood and also captured the 
town of Pimprez, situated in 
the Oise Valley on the Noyon- 
Complegne road. 

Around the other curve in 
the battle line, northwest of 

ns. the French from near 
Cariepont to Fontenoy on the 
Alsne, a distance of approxi- 
mately nine miles, have driven 
back the enemy to an average 
depth of more than a mile and 
captured several villages and 
2200 prisoners. 


Unofficial reports record the 


capture by the British of the 
railway station on the outskirts 
of Roye, one of the pivotal 
points on the battle front be- 
tween the Somme and the Oise. 

The gains are most important 
for the Allies, for. aside from 
wide areas over which the en- 
emy has been compelled to ac- 
knowledge defeat, the weakeg- 
ing in the German defense “Is 
becoming daily more noticeable. 
Within a short time they prob- 
ably will be forced to com- 
mence a retrograde movement 
on a scale that will mean the 
entire blotting out of old lines 
and the taking up of new ones 
to the east and southeast pos- 
sibly from the region of 
Rheims to Ypres. , 

LYS SALIENT FADING. 

The Lys salient is fast fading 
away under the attacks of the 
British. and the voluntary re- 
tirement of the Germans to 
new defense positions eastward 
and seemingly the big westerly

London reports 
that the French have captured 
St. Mard and Beauvraignes, 
near Roye, thus increasing the 
peril cf that bastion of the Ger- 
man salient west of the Somme. 

Further north the British 
have penetrated the German po- 
sitions near Arras. German at- 
tacks in the Flanders sector 
have been repulsed. 

In the Merville sector the 
British have made a new 2 
vance, probably following the 
Germans who have been retir- 
ing in this part of the Lys san 
ent for the last week.

BRITISH GAINS. 

Field Marshal Haig's men oc- 
cupied Outeersteene, about 
three-quarters of a mile east of 
Merris, which probably marks 
the maximum progress in this 
region in the last week. Fur- 
ther British progress toward the 
Lys would endanger the Ger- 
meas hold on Mont Kemmel and 
the high ground in that region. 
The British also have made a 
slight advance southwest of 
Merville. 

The situation along the Aisne- 
Vesle sector is unchanged. The 
enemy continues his harassing 
attacks, using artillery and gas, 
but the French and Americans 
cling to the bridgeheads north 
of the Vesle. In the Vosges 
American troops have advanced 
slightly near Frapelle, captured 
Saturday. The Germans have 
been shelling the village heavily. 

Austrian efforts to regain the 
islet in the lower Plave, taken 
last week by the Italians, have 
failed. In a counter-attack the 
Italians drove the enemy back 
and took thirty prisoners. In 
the mountaly region the 
lery has been active at isolated 
points.

STATEMENTS BY WAR OFFICES.

PARIS, Aug. 19.—The text of 
the War Office communication 
tonight follows: 

“Between the Matz and the

ress during the day. Our troops, 
in spite of stubborn resistance 
by the enemy. have captured 
Freanieres and reached the 
western outskirts of Lagsigny. 

“Farther south we have suc- 
ceeded in debouching from the 
Thiescourt Wood. 

“On our right we have con- 
quered Pimprez and advanced 
up to the southern outskirts of 
Dreslincourt. 

“To the north of the Aisne, 
completing our success between 
Carlepont and Fontenoy. we 
have captured the village of 

orsain. 

“The number of prisoners 
captured in this region since 
yesterday has reached 2200.“ 

Between the Oise and Aisne 
French troops attacked at 6 
o'clock last night over a front 
of nearly ten miles between 
Carlepont, about four miles east 
of Ribecourt and Fontenoy, ap- 
eproximately six miles west of 
Soissons. They advanced an av- 
erage distance of one and a third 
miles over the whole front, ac- 
cording to the earlier official 
statement by the War Office to- 


V. 

The French have occupied the 
plateau west of Nampcel, about 
seven miles northwest of Font- 
enoy and the edge of the ravine 
south of Andcignicourt, two miles 
and a half east of Nampcel, 
according to the statement. 
Nouvron-Vingre was captured. 
Seventeen hundred prisoners, 
including two battalion com- 
manders, were taken in the op- 
eration. 

The text of the statement 
reads: 

“During the night there were 

*violent artillery actions north 
and south of the Avre. 

“The number of prisoners 
counted in the region west of 
Rove yesterday exceeds 400. 

“Last evening at 6 o'clock 
French troops attacked to recti- 
fy their front between the Oise 
and the Aisne.

Hause Committee, Treasury 


Differ on Excess Tax, 


McAdoo and Kitchin Say Rate 
Agreement Certain. 
High Nermal Impost will 
Beost Liberty Bonds.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19-—Dis- 
agreement arose again today be- 
tween the Treasury Department and 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee as to provisiong of the new 
revenue bill. The treasury hag sub- 
mitted a letter protesting against 
increases in the excess profita tax 
rates of the present law. 

The committee and the treasury 


have reached an agreement as te an 
80 per cent. war profits tax based on 
pre-war earnings, but have been 
unable te arrive at a common un- 
derstanding on the method of 
reaching excess prose. which clas- 
sification it has estimated will 
affect only about 10 per cent. of the 
total corperations to taxed. 

The treasury asked that the pres- 
ent excess profits law be included 
in the new bill with an alternative 
war tax of 60 per cent. The com- 
mittee hag tentatively te an 
per cent. exemption, in addition 
te a $3600 exemption on ex- 
cess profits, with a tax of 40 per 
cent. on profite between § per cent. 
and 20 per cent. and a 60 per cent. 
tax on all profits exceeding 20 per 
cent. The committee submitted its 
decision to the treasury for its 
views. 

TREASURY IS FIRM. . 

The treasury today, in its. letter, 
which was not made public, stood 
Arm in tts position in opposition to 
increase of excess profits tax. 

There were indications, however, 
that the committee would increase 
the present rates by either the plan 
that Was tentatively agreed upon or 
some modification. e committee 
may change the deduction rate 30 
as to make it an extension of 10 
per cent. instead of 8, in addition 
to a specific $8600 exemption. 

It was originally in favor of a 10 

cent. deduction, and it may re- 
urn to it by some compromise a- 
tion. Both Chairman Kitchin and 
Becretary McAdoo have stated that 
they would “get together on some 
mutually satisfactory plan on this 
subject. Chairman Kitchin author- 
ized the following statement at the 
clese of today's session, 

The committee spent the entire 
day considering administrative pro- 
visions of the bill and reached ne 
agreement. The stamp tax sched- 
ule of the present law was left in- 
tact, except that the committee in- 


creased he tax rate on playing 
ecards from 7 cents to d cents a 
pack. 


The committee considered a tax 
on opium and narcotics and it ex- 
pecta to frame a schedule which 
will yield apprezimately $4,000,000. 

DIFFERENTIAL PLAN UP. 

The committee temoerrow will 
pass upon Secretary McAdoo's 
plan fer a 1 per cent. differential 
on earned incomes.

WILL BE UNAVAILING,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19:—Cor- 
porations, which attempt dodge 
war taxes by increasing thé@ir capital 
stock to cover surpluses and undi- 
vided profits, were warned today by 
Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Roper that this would be of no avail 
since the capital actually invested in 
the Wusiness rather than the amount 


of outstanding capital stock is the. 


basis for measuring taxable excess 


the commissioner 
pointed out “an increase in the 
amount of capital stock outstanding 
to cover such items as good will, 
value of patents, trade-marks, copy- 
rights, etc, not previously cap- 
italized, must, under the law, 
excluded in determining the invested 
capital of a corporation under the 
excess profits tax law.“ 

“Corporations should not under- 
take any reorganization, nor in- 
crease their capital stock to cover 
items already included in their as- 
sets, Mr. Roper said, “without first 
assuring themselves that they thor- 
oughly understand the law and regu- 
lationa pertaining to income and er- 
cess profits taxes. No special ad- 
vantage with respect to taxation 
should accrue to any business be- 
cause of its form of organization, 
whether individual, partnership or 
corporate. It is believed that. any 
equalities of this character that may 
have resulted fram the operation o 
the present law will be fully guard 
Against in the revenue measure now 
before Congress.” 

The last reference was understood 
to be to business loans, which are 
not considered invested capital. 

Reports have reached the revenue 
bureau that lawyers and private tax 
advisers have solicited corporations 
to employ them to direct changes in 
organization, which they claim will 
help the corporation te evade cer- 
tain taxes. 

The Capital Issues Committee has 
adopted the policy of approving most 
applications for issuing stock in lieu 
of dividends.

While with a good many of his 
soldiers this is now the case, Herr 
Ludendorff and his imperial master 
forgot the benefits which have been 
wished for by the Allies for their 
own enjoyment, benefits which they 
have reaped and those which are 
still to come. 

Ludendorſt's order seems predi- 
cated upon the principle that the 
best way for the German infantry 
to beat the Allied infantry was to 
get out of the way and let the ar- 
tillery do it. His secret order begah 
by calling attention to the large 
number of Germans captured in re- 
cent attacks, which included the 
performances of the Américans in 
the region of Chateau Thierry. 

The order said that this showed 
the German front lines were too 
strongly held, and that a more elas- 
tic front should be used, keeping 
the main line of resistance from 500 
to 1000 meters back. Then it out- 
lined a system of outposts to be sac- 
rificed to engage the enemy until 
“annihilating” artillery fire fell on 
the field of combat 


METHODICALLY RETIRE. 


Ludendorff then tells the army 
there is no need to bother about the 
Allied attacks in free., because the 
soldiers were altogether lacking for 
such efforts. Nevertheless, he tolls 
in these words what to do in such 
an eventuality: 

“In case of attack methodical- 
ly prepared by artillery fire, we

URGES US TO BUY COAL. 


The people of Los Angeles have 
not been buying and storing coal for 
use next winter to the extent desired 
by the Federal Fuel Administration, 
according to Victor M. Rossetti, 
chairman of the lecal committee of 
the Administration. It is urged that 
citizens buy their fuel requirements, 
tor next winter as early as possibile. 

The reasons given for this request 
by the Fuel Administration are that 
coal cannot be stored at the mines 
because there are no facilities, and 
that. if there were, there would be 
constant danger of spontaneous com- 
bustion. Coal cannot be stored in 
the yards of retail dealers to an ap- 
preciable degree, as their facilities 
and financia! abilities are necessarily 
limited.

City diene ‘will Draft 
Charter Amendment. 


Proposed Measure Would 
Oust Thirty Officials. 


Elimination of Dead Wood is 
Sought by t by Mayor. 


Mayor Woodman today will ask 
the City Council to instruct City At- 
torney Stephens te prepare a char- 
ter amendment to eliminate thirty 
commissioners from the city govern- 
ment. 

The plan contemplated is Mayor 
Woodman's suggestion arising from 
the executive budget idea. He re- 
cently asked the Executive Budget 


Committee to submit a charter- 
amendment plan to remove all but 
an executive head from numerous 
city commissions, make the execu- 
tive head of each department re- 
sponsible to the Mayor and subject 
to removal de the Mavor at any 
time, and in response to this request 
the committee recommended single 
commissioners for the fcllowing de- 
partments: 

Board of Public Works, Police 
Commission, Fire Commission, Hu- 
mane Animal Commission, Public 
Service Commission, Board cf Pub- 
Iie Utilities, Harbor Commission, 
Nursing Commission, Housing Com- 
mission and Efficiegcy Commission. 
The commissions which would be 
left intact are as fcllows: 

Board of Park Commissionera, 
Board of Library Directors, Play- 
ground Commission, 1 Art 
Commission and Cie N Com- 
mission. 

The Mayor does net hope to save 
money on salaries by eliminating 
about thirty commissioners and sub- 
stituting executives in each depart- 
ment, to act independently, but he 
does hope to gain through greater 
efficiency. At least six members of 
the Councl] recently expressed them- 
selves in favor of the executive bud- 
get plan, and it is understcod that 
they are favorably inclined toward 
the Mayor's idea regarding commis- 
sioners.

Japan is writing upon the wall; and 
she is writing the letters in blood. 
The food riots in the large Japanese cities 
are a warning of the future. ! 


There is scarcely a nation in the world 


that cannot read its own message in these 
acute sociological and industrial disturb 
ances. 


There is a message there for Germany 
and one of equal force for the Entente. 

Germany can read her message in the 
reflection that the Japanese have always 
been considered to be the best-disciplined 
population in the world—exen exceeding in 
this regard the people of Germany. When 
hunger comes in at the door, national dis- 
cipline files out of the window. As the 
hungriest nation in the world Germany can- 
not fail to recognize the analogy. 

In a deeper and a broader way, however, 
the message is for all nations. And the 
message is this: that modern war draws 
all peoples into the vortex. There will 
be no more wars between two independent 
nations. So close is the association be- 
tween the great powers in the world that 
war inevitably pulls them all in. 

What has happened to Japan would un- 
doubtedly have happened to any great pow- 
er that attempted to follow a similar course, 

The attitude of Japan as a nominal bel- 
ligerent brought about certain inevitable 
conditions. A few of her people made huge 
sums of money out of the sale of munitions 
and war supplies to the actual belligerents; 
the poor suffered acutely from the break- 
ing off of peacetime commerce. There is 


Jap nais, however, a country that seems 
born to luck. Even in this crisis there 
opens a way out of the difficulty. Indeed a 
in which her domestic crisis can be 
to actual diplomatic advantage. As

his empire and an almost immediate relief 
from the national food shortage. 

Siberia stands up there in the snows 
beckoning to young men and to young na- 
tions as the great West of America beck- 
oned at the close of the Civil War. It is 
the land of promise and adventure. 

President Wilson's Siberian policy is 
shrouded in mystery. But for his inter- 
vention Japan would have been in there 
long ago. 

No doubt this objection to Japanese ag- 
gression in that quarter is in line with his 
previously-announced intention to “stand by 
Russia as we stand by France”—in other 
words, to protect Russia's possessions dur- 
ing the period of her madness. 

The advance of the joint Japanese-Amer- 
can expedition into Siberia indicates that 
a modification of this policy must have been 
effected. We do not know upon what terms 
the two armes have joined forces; but it Is 
clear, at any rate, that Japan has entered 
or is about to enter upon a period of im- 
portant military activity which will put 
money in circulation among the common 
people of Japan and provide an outlet for 
the restless spirit of a profoundly military 
people who have had to stand idly by and 
watch a great fight going on. 

For the sake of Japan's own future as 
well as the condition of her people it is 
necessary for her to be able to look back 
upon an honorable and active record in 
this great conflict. 

As a matter of fact no nation now at war 
with Germany has interests more directly 
or more acutely affected than were the in- 
terests of Japan. Germany's ambition to 
become a great world power was more dan- 
gerous to Japan than, perhaps, to any other 
nation in the war. 

It was not on the cards that a great and 
proud people like Japan would permit oth- 
er nations to suffer for them—to pull their 
chestnuts from the fire. 

The period of enforced Japanese inactiv- 
ity has resulted in the boiling over that is 
the inevitable and expected result or repres- 
sion. 

Incidentally, it may open a question as 
to whether the Bushido spirit of Japan has 
not slipped into the discard during the trag- 
ie period of test and trial. It would not 
be surprising if Japan emerged from the 
conflict with a different attitude toward 
life. 

Her first faltering steps into civilization 
have been under German guidance. Her 
soul is hers, but her methods have been 
German. May we not hope that, with the 
casting off of the German idea, we may see 
Japan really come into her own. She is 
too great a nation, with a soul too great, to 
masquerade in the clothes of any other na- 
tion's culture. |

GOGIC ATTACKS ON BUSINESS. 
Caligula, the mad Emperor, wished the 
whole Roman people had one neck that he 
might strike off their heads at a s{negle 
blow. Many modern Caligulas are abroad 
in the world today. They resemble the 
crazy Roman Emperor in everything but his 
autocratic powers. We call them dema- 
gogues. 

They do not all recommend bloodshed as 
the most feasible method for chopping off 
heads that are better shaped and balanced 
than their own. Under the title of I. W. W., 
indeed, their extreme members would em- 
Ploy physical violence and bombs and fire- 
brands. But between them and their aspira- 
tions stands organized business, supported 
by the brains and brawn of the people. 
Could the demagogues destroy business they 
might carry out the inflamed programme of 
the mad Caligula. They might, to all in- 


tente and purposes, decapitate the nation. 


This a combination of Prussian frightful- 
ness and Bolsheviki demagogery has vir 
tually accomplished in unfortunate Russia. 
Russian business, it is true, under the bu- 
reaucratic blunderings of the late Csar's 
government, was not particularly good bust 
ness. But it was better than no business at 
all. It had enough vitality to keep the na- 
tional blood circulating in the veins of the 
people. When the people dethroned Nicho- 
las they merely knocked off the Russian 
crown; but when the demagogues destroyed 
the business interests they beheaded the 
Russian nation. 

Now the chief difference between Amer- 
ica and Russia is not to be found in the 
physical courage of the individual homo. 
In the first year of the war the Russian sol- 
diers proved themselves as brave as their 
fellow-fighters in France and Great Britain. 

Physical courage alone doesn't win wars. 
If the American soldier has shown at his 
first baptism of fire a courage that has 
amazed the whole world it is because he 
knows that he is backed by a patriotic or- 
ganization at home that will never fail him. 

In times of war the fires of patriotism are 
fed by the fuel of business ability. He 
who in the United States during the present 
critical period attempts to weaken or crip- 
ple business is directing his propaganda 
against the American army in the field. 
Patriotism, the national fighting spirit and 
competent business are so closely inter 
woven that no one of them can exist with- 
out the other. We have but to study in 
history the downfall of any nation to dis- 
cover that the collapse of its business or- 
ganization always preceded the final catas- 
trophe. It was so with Syria, Egypt, Per. 
sia, Athens, Rome and the Spain of the 
Middle Ages. 


The demagogues, whether they pose as 
laborites, pacifists, religious fanatics, So- 
Claliste or out-and-out anarchists, have one 
common object in view—the abolition of all 
national life under orderly and definite con- 
trol. Therefore they aim their heaviest 
blows against business, the cement that 
keeps the national structure strong and rat- 
proof. For you will observe that the dema- 
gogue who rails most bitterly against bust- 
ness is always a man of the rat breed who, 


having failed to make good under a decent 


form of government, would make the whole 
community suffer for his failure. 

Abuses will.creep in under the best and 
most carefully-devised system. Nobody pre- 
tends that all American business men are 
angels wearing halos. Nobody supposes 
that there are not business men in America 
in whom the horns and hoof are more in 
evidence than the harp and halo. But 
American business men of the right “fiber 
are in a sufficient majority to keep track 
of the black sheep and to find a way for 
weeding them out. When the national Me 
on which their own existence depends—is 
put in jeopardy by unfair business meth- 
ods—as it is in this crucial struggle de- 
tween tyranny and freedom—the business 
men of America need no incentive from 
demagogues to do the right thing and the 
best thing for their country and themselves. 

Furthermore, the biggest and brainiest 
and best-trained and specially-educated ex- 
perts in the American business world are 
today giving their time and talents, not 
only without personal profit, but without 
pay or salary, that industry may be speeded 
up for the benefit of the country as a whole. 
Trained engineers, trained bankers, trained 
steel magnates, trained scientists, mine ex- 
perts, organizers, railroad heads—the best 
trained talent in the United States—have 
cast all thought of personal advantage aside 
and are co-operating for a great American 
victory. The real “dig business” men of 
the country have so effectually proved their 
patriotism and disinterestedness that the 
yellowest demagogues can find no loophole 
for attack. So they have devoted their en- 
ergies to a few minor cases of profiteering 
and graft—for such cases are bound to oo- 
cur in a war where the expenditures are 
60 colossal and widely scattered—and have 
tried to blacken the reputation of American 
business and so weaken the national pres- 
tige and morale. . 

American business brains have put heart 
into the fighting forces across the Atlantic. 
A man fights better for the knowledge that 
no detail behind the lines, on which his 
chances of success depend, has been over- 
looked. Mr, Burgwald, head of the Los An- 
Seles Association for the Betterment of 
Public Service, goes so far as to declare, 
“The business men of this country are win- 
ning this war.” 

Yet, in spite of all this, demagogues parade 
the land, some professional disturbers, some 
with German gold in their jeans, some po- 
litical office-seekers of the smallest caliber, 
offering the people a spurious yellow sub- 
stitute for the brand of solid business pa- 
triotism that is helping to carry Old Glory 
over the Hun defenses and on to the final 
victory. The contrast between the attitude 
of these yellow dogs who have no training 


‘for any vocation save that of wagging their 


tongues and that of the business enen they 
attack who have spent hard years of work 
to fit themselves for the positions they oc- 
cupy represents the age-old difference be- 
tween right and wrong.

Yes, I am convinced that all club 
presidents and women in executive 
positions should have bosoms.
